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Man, 40, denies 

causing serious 
injury collision

A FATHER-of-two has appeared 
in court charged in connection 
with a crash that left a footballer 
so badly injured that he had to 
have both of his legs amputated 
below the knee. 

Jan Adamec, 40, pleaded not 
guilty to two charges of caus¬ 
ing serious injury by dangerous 
driving at Peterborough Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Monday. 

The chef, from Shetland Road, 
Haverhill, was remanded to ap¬ 
pear at Cambridge Crown Court 
for a further hearing on August 
8 . 

Adamec is accused of crashing 
his grey Ford Focus into Shaun 
Whiter and Joey Abbs’ station¬ 
ary vehicles on Dullingham

Road, just outside Newmarket, 
on July 1. 

The court heard that friends, 
Mr Whiter and Mr Abbs, had 
stopped to change a tyre on the 


rural single carriageway when 
the collision happened just be¬ 
fore 11pm. 

The two men, who play for 
Newmarket Town Football Club 
and Soham Town Rangers re¬ 
spectively, suffered leg inju¬ 
ries and were taken to Adden- 
brooke’s. 

Mr Whiter, who had been 
wearing a high-visibility jacket, 
had to have both his legs ampu¬ 
tated from below the knee after 
the incident and Mr Abbs suf¬ 
fered injuries to his left leg. 

Adamec, a Czech national, 
has been living in the UK for 20 
years and in Haverhill for the last 
decade, close to his estranged 
wife and two children. 

Football clubs across the re¬ 
gion have been rallying round 
to raise funds for the two injured 
men. 

Newmarket Town will play 


an Ipswich Town XI in a benefit 
match on July 31, with the kick 
off at 3pm. 

Ipswich said they had close 
connections to Newmarket 
Town and it was a “natural 
thing” to help the two men. 

Newmarket chairman lohn 
Olive said: “We’ve had flowers 
left here, people have left dona¬ 
tions here, it’s been quite tre¬ 
mendous, it really has. 

“The amount of people that 
have come from all over East 
Anglia to wish them well and to 
try to do something for them is 
absolutely wonderful.”

FRIENDS, family and total 
strangers have been donat¬ 
ing to a fund set up by the 
fiancee of a sportsman who 
lost his lower legs in a hit- 
and-run incident in New¬ 
market. 

Charlotte Way, the fiancee 
of injured Shaun Whiter, set 
up the fundraising page last 
Tuesday to raise £120,000 
to help him walk down the 
aisle at their wedding next 
summer. 

In just a week it has raised 
more than £52,000 - vital 
funds which will help Shaun 
purchase modifications for 
his home as well as equip¬ 
ment and after care. 

Shaun, 27, from Burrough 
Green, had to have his legs 
amputated after he was hit 
by a car while helping his 
friend Joey Abbs to change 
the tyre on his car. Joey was 
also badly injured in the in¬ 
cident, which took place at 
Dullingham Road near New¬ 
market at about 10.55pm on 
Friday, July 1. 

The determined athlete, 
who plans to walk down the 
aisle at his wedding next 
July, has also announced his 
intention to compete in the 
2020 Paralympics.

Consultation 
opens on 
devolution 

NOW'S your chance to have a say 
on a deal that would see Norfolk and 
Suffolk working together under a 
directly elected mayor. 

The devolution deal would mean 
that decision-making powers and 
funding are transferred from central 
government to a new combined 
authority for the two counties. 

New funding would include 
£750m over 30 years to support 
economic growth and £130m over 
five years to build new homes. The 
new authority - which will be made 
up of representatives from councils 
across the region - is also set to have 
control of a £220m transport budget. 

A mayor who will head up the 
combined authority will be elected 
every four years by residents. 

A consultation period on these 
plans opened on Friday and runs 
until August 23. 

Cllr Jennie Jenkins, chair of 
Suffolk's public sector leaders group 
said: "The deal on the table offers 
Suffolk and Norfolk much needed 
additional funding and the necessary 
decision-making powers to be able 
to target that funding to areas and 
projects which as local councillors 
we know will have the greatest 
impact for our communities." 

This deal replaced an earlier one 
which would have seen Norfolk and 
Suffolk Join with Cambridgeshire.

Jail for gambler who stole 
£1.7m from her bosses 


A GAMBLING addict who 
stole £1.7million from her 
Newmarket employer to 
fund her addiction has been 
handed four years in jail. 

Tracey Stevenson, 52, of 
Arlington Way in Thetford, 
previously admitted five 
counts of theft from her em¬ 
ployer and was sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Martin Mulgrew, prosecut¬ 
ing, said between 2011 and 
2016 Stevenson stole a total 
of £1.713 million from Ecsec, 
while working as their ac¬ 
count manager. 

She had supply transfers 
put into her own account, 
made false cheques out to 
herself and her husband and 
altered company records. 

Stevenson’s fraud came 
to light in January this year 
as a result of the company 
suffering cash flow prob¬ 
lems and an investigation 
into the company’s accounts 
and books. Stevenson called 
in sick during this period, the

court was told. 

Mr Mulgrew said: “She 
later made full admissions 
to her husband who, with 
a heavy heart, told her em¬ 
ployer. The defendant was 
arrested and made full ad¬ 
missions in police interview 
as the extent of her fraud 
emerged.” 

Stevenson used the money, 
combined with huge gam¬ 
bling wins of £1.6million and 
£250,000, to buy two houses 


in the UK and one in Spain. 

Neil Guest, mitigating, 
said: “My client tragically be¬ 
came seduced by gambling; 
first with trips down to her 
local Gala bingo hall and 
then in her own home. Her 
two big gambling wins did 
nothing but encourage her 
further. 

“She feels overwhelmed 
with shame and knows she 
has betrayed her employer. 

“In her 52 years on earth 
her only previous brush with 
the law was a speeding ticket 
20 years ago.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said Stevenson’s fraud had 
a significant impact on the 
small firm, which employs 
just 13 staff. 

He added: “The company 
spent £40,000 investigat¬ 
ing your dishonesty and the 
owners took out an overdraft. 

“You had gambling wins 
but rather than pay the com¬ 
pany back you bought three 
houses. You became dishon¬ 
est to an extent rarely seen.”

A SOHAM woman has launched a 
campaign group on Facebook fol¬ 
lowing what she describes as “ap¬ 
palling intolerance” to people of 
different nationalities following the 
Brexit vote. 

Mel Fordham’s Have A Heart ini¬ 
tiative has seen posters being put up 
around the town and special badges 
being created. 

Mel said: “It all started with a small 
act of personal kindness last Tues¬ 
day. 

“I saw a man walking along the 
street with his shoulders slumped, 
dragging his feet, head down, so 
without thinking I stopped the car 
and hopped out to ask if he was okay. 

“He was nervous when I asked 
where he was from and tried to avoid 
the question. I reassured him it was 
okay. He was Lithuanian. I gave him 
a cheesecake I'd just bought and 
thanked him for making the UK his 
home. 

“I told him to share it with his 
friends and remember that not eve¬ 
ryone in the UK wants him gone. He 
had tears in his eyes. Such a small, 
spontaneous gesture but I was over¬ 
whelmed with the impact it had on 
him. 

“I am appalled by the current wave 
of intolerance towards people of dif¬ 
ferent nationalities. I am a British 
national who has recently moved 
back to the UK after living overseas. 

“It is unacceptable that people do 
not feel safe because of their skin 
colour/ethnicity.” 

Mel, who runs an English tutorial 
company in Soham and also works 
part time in the town’s Leys Store, is 
urging people across the region to 
get on board with Have A Heart. 

She said: “If we all stepped out of 


our comfort zone to reach out to our 
neighbour, whatever their colour, 
whatever their creed, whatever their 
homeland. 

“It doesn’t cost a thing to smile and 
be welcoming to someone overseas. 
And yet that can make a huge dif¬ 
ference to someone else. That’s all it 
takes. And confront any racism we 
witness.”

Campaign calls for your A14 experiences 


LOCAL people are being asked to 
share their bad experiences with 
traffic on the A14. 

Campaigners behind No More 
Delays on the A14 in Suffolk have 
identified junctions near Newmarket 
as two of 12 "pinch points" along the 
road. 

They say the Exning junction where 
the A142 and A14 meet has suffered 
from high numbers of HGVs, high 
volumes of north and south-bound 
traffic crossing the A14 and an 
increased traffic flow due to the Ely 
southern bypass. 

This has led to queuing on the 
westbound off slip road during 
morning rush hour, and the 
campaign group is calling for 
capacity to be increased at the 


junction. 

They have identified another 
problem area at the A11 (north) 
junction just beyond Newmarket. 
Here, the group says, lack of capacity 
has led to queuing and rat-running 
through the villages. They say the 
problem is likely to be made worse 
as Cambridge expands. 

The campaign group, which has 
been formed by the Suffolk Chamber 
of Commerce, is calling for a study 
to be done to look at the options for 
a link between the A14 and the A11 
(north). 

Stephen Britt, chair of the 
Chamber's transport and 
infrastructure group, said that the 
campaign's first step would be to 
submit evidence about the impact of 


A14 delays to Highways England by 
this autumn. 

He said: "That evidence can be 
both backed by measurable data, 
but also by anecdotal accounts 
of the impact that it is having on 
businesses and communities".

THE speed limit is to be low¬ 
ered outside a Newmarket 
primary school - but resi¬ 
dents and councillors are 
calling for more to be done 
to ensure the road is safe for 
pedestrians. 

Zoe Coward, whose chil¬ 
dren Megan, 9, and Toby, 7, 
attend All Saints School in 
Vicarage Road, set up a pe¬ 
tition calling for improved 
road safety outside the 
school on Wednesday. 

The 40-year-old teach¬ 
ing assistant says cars often 
park on the single yellow 
lines outside the school, and 
travel too fast down the road 
- despite the fact that the 
police station is next to the 
school. 

She said: “When children 
go to school they have to 
step out past the cars. There’s 
often talk of near misses.” 

Suffolk Highways say they 
are preparing 20 is plenty 
signs to be put up by the start 
of the autumn term. But Zoe 
says that more enforcement 
is needed from police. 

As well as a reduced speed 
limit, her petition calls for 
more parking restrictions 
and more enforcement of 
parking and speeding. 

Zoe said businesses on 
Vicarage Road, parents and 
teachers were in support. 

She is hoping to get 500 
signatures on the petition 
and present it to the high¬ 
ways authority and the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commission¬ 
er Tim Passmore. 

Headteacher at All Saints, 
Jane Trampnow, says the 
school has been calling for a 
20mph speed limit for years. 

She said school staff call 
the police when they see cars 
parked on the single yellow

Club ‘goes up a league’ 
with £750,000 revamp

NEWMARKET’S new foot¬ 
ball stadium was reopened 
after a £750,000 state-of-the- 
art revamp on Monday. 

The stadium in Cricket 
Field Road, where Newmar¬ 
ket Football Club is based, 
now has a new 3G artificial 
pitch and high-tech LED 
floodlights. 

It is the first football club 
in the world to have installed 
this type of floodlight, and 
just the second full-size arti¬ 
ficial pitch in the country to 
use cork instead of rubber as 
an infill. 

Newmarket FC’s club sec¬ 
retary Graham Edwards said: 
“Newmarket is known as the 
home of horseracing. We are 
hoping that what we have 
got here will put Newmarket 
on the map in terms of foot¬ 
ball.” 

The opening ceremony 
on Monday was carried out 
by footballer-turned-race- 
horse-trainer Micky Quinn. 

It was attended by New¬ 
market Mayor Andy Drum¬ 
mond and members of the 
football community. 

The new artificial sur¬ 
face will enable the club to 
use the pitch more, and has 
drainage which will mean 
matches will no longer be 
rained off. 

The grass pitch was used 
for just eight hours a week, 
while Mr Edwards said the 
new pitch would be used for 
at least 28 hours a week. 

This will enable the club 
to save money on hiring out 
other training spaces. 

The revamped stadium 
could be made use of for 
school PE lessons in the fu¬ 
ture, and Mr Edwards said 
the club had plans to open a

New arena

A NEW arena for horses 
at The National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art is set to be 
built in the coming weeks. 

The Peter O'Sullevan 
Arena for the Welfare 
of the Horse is the last 
element of the Heritage 
Centre to be constructed. 

The outdoor arena 
is set to give visitors an 
insight into the process of 
retraining a racehorse and 
showcasing the skills they 
can develop when their 
racing days are over. 

Daily demonstrations 
will be held throughout 
the year, with events set 
to honour the memory 
of Sir Peter, known as 
one of racing's greatest 
ambassadors.

the name of Sir Peter in 
perpetuity as a permanent 
memorial to one of the 
outstanding figures of 
horseracing in the 20th 
century." 


football academy in Septem¬ 
ber 2017. This would give 16- 
and 17-year-olds who aspire 
to be professional football¬ 
ers the chance to study for 
a BTEC at the same time as 
receiving practical coaching 
in the sport. 

Mr Edwards said: “We 
didn’t spend three-quarters 
of a million pounds just to 
have birds flying around - 
we want it to be used.” 

The renovation works took 
just under 12 weeks, with 
the stadium being closed for 
renovation from the start of 
April to the start of July. 

The club took the oppor¬ 
tunity to have new fencing, 
footpaths and netting put in. 
A new home changing room 
is also being built, which is 


set to be finished by the end 
of this week. 

Mr Edwards said: “We are 
moving up a league, if I can 
use that phrase. Not in terms 
of football, but in terms of 
making us a much more pro¬ 
fessional organisation.” 

The volunteer-run football 
club funded the majority 
of the work itself by selling 
off a former car park. The 
club also received a grant of 
more than £96,000 from the 
Premier League’s Football 
Stadia Improvement Fund, 
and it has applied for a grant 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Mr Edwards said: “I keep 
going “wow” when I think 
about what we used to have.”

Students head off on a 
conservation expedition

ADVENTUROUS students are swap¬ 
ping the flats of Soham for the forests 
of Cambodia and Laos. 

A group of 10 Soham Village Col¬ 
lege pupils set off on a 21-day trip of 
a lifetime yesterday. 

The expedition will involve a com¬ 
munity project in Dong Natad - a 
sacred, semi-evergreen forest 15km 
from Savannakhet. 

The forest is under serious threat 
from illegal logging and many spe¬ 
cies are now endangered due to habi¬ 
tat loss and poaching. 

The Government has launched a 
conservation programme through 
the local ‘eco-guide unit’ in Savan¬ 
nakhet, which aims to encourage 
the reintroduction of key species 
and also support locals in a new eco- 
tourism venture. 

Tansoum was selected in early 
2013 as the most appropriate site to 
establish a Crocodile Conservation 
Centre with the aim of overseeing the 
re-introduction of native Siamese 
crocodiles - and it is this village that 
the students will be supporting. They 
will be carrying out basic construc¬ 


tion and maintenance work on the 
local primary school and will also be 
involved in teaching English to the 
locals. 

Bessie Owen, Head of Year 11 and 
one of the trip leaders, said: “I am a 
real advocate of broadening hori¬ 
zons. It is fantastic that the students 
have been given this opportunity to 
experience another culture and help 


support a developing community.” 

Soham business Border Farm Tim¬ 
ber has donated £2,000 towards the 
trip. 

A school spokeswoman said: “Our 
sincere thanks to Border Farm Tim¬ 
ber for supporting this fantastic 
cause. 

“We would also like to thank Cork¬ 
er’s Crisps and Barcham Trees for do¬ 


nating valuable products to help us 
with our fundraising and also to Re¬ 
bel Designs for their pro bono design 
work. 

“With the support we have re¬ 
ceived and with the commitment of 
the students taking part, our hope is 
to make a real difference to Tansoum 
and the future of the native Siamese 
crocodiles in the region.”

One man and his dog 


When he lost his sight, 

Simon Edwards also lost his 
confidence - and rarely left 
the house. But thanks to his 
guide dog. Parsley, his life has 
been transformed. He tells 
Emma Higginbotham his stor~ 



//A NYONE who says dogs don't smile 
ZA hasn't met Parsley," says Simon 

/ VEdwards, reaching down to pat his 
fluffy golden retriever. On cue, Parsley breaks 
into a wide grin. 

Not convinced? Then head to Haverhill town 
centre, where you'll often spot the happy pooch 
with Simon - a big, jolly chap who's always 
ready with a smile and a joke himself - as 
they fundraise for Guide Dogs, the charity that 
brought them together. 

But not so long ago the 42-year-old had very 
little to joke about. After losing the sight in his 
left eye in 2010, and almost all of the sight in 
his right eye two years later, he was diagnosed 
with depression, anxiety and post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

With his confidence in tatters, Simon rarely 
left the house he shares with his wife, Allison, 
and began to harbour suicidal thoughts. 

But qualifying for a guide dog has changed 
everything for the 42-year-old. "Parsley has 
transformed my life," he says. "He's given 
me my independence, he's given me my 
confidence, he's given me a purpose in life. I 
can't believe the difference he's made." 

Simon's problems began when he was injured 
in an accident at work, which he can't talk 
about for legal reasons. 

"I was OK to start with, but my left eye was 
really red and sore. Then about two or three 
days later I noticed my vision was slightly blurry, 
and a couple of weeks later it was like an 
eclipse had moved across my eye. That was the 
retina peeling away." 

Simon was told he'd need surgery to have it 
repaired, but wasn't too concerned. "I'm one 
of these people that just gets on with things," 
he shrugs. "I just file it in my 'junk trunk' at the 
back of my head and don't worry about it." 

The operation went well, but a couple 
of weeks later he noticed the familiar dark 
shadow coming across his vision. The retina 
had detached again, and another operation 
was needed, this time involving sewing a nylon 
buckle around his eye to hold everything in 
place. "That was really painful, and I had to lie 
on my stomach for a week, not moving, with 
my head in a frame. It drives you absolutely 
bonkers . . ." 

With the repeated surgeries, Simon sadly 
developed glaucoma, "and now I can't see 
anything at all in that eye. It's just like a grey 
fog; no light perception or anything." 

Worse was yet to come: when Simon 
returned to work, almost exactly the same 
accident happened again. "Suddenly something 
flipped in my head and I just exploded," 
he recalls. " I went absolutely mad and 
punched the living hell out of a pallet. I was so 
emotional: I was crying, I couldn't speak. It was 
totally out of character - and really frightening." 

Sent to the doctor, Simon was diagnosed with 
depression, anxiety and post-traumatic stress 
disorder, "so filing it all in my 'junk trunk' wasn't 
doing me any good. I was obviously bottling it 
up, and it was quite a shock to think 'Oh my 
god, I need some help here'." 

He was signed off work, "and I haven't been 
back since. That was really, really hard, but I'd 
lost all confidence in myself. I wasn't confident 
in going out, because I was literally just 
bouncing off things because I couldn't judge the 
widths. I was always falling over, or smacking 
my shoulders. 

"Then two years later, in my right eye I 
noticed the eclipse coming in, and I thought 
'Uh-oh, this is really not good'." 

It transpired that his right eye had been over¬ 
compensating for the left, causing the retina to 
detach. More surgery followed, but additional 
problems have left Simon with only a tiny 
amount of sight in that eye. 

"The biggest part of losing your vision is the 
mental health side of it," he says. "I can cope 
with the physical stuff, but with depression, 
out of nowhere you can wake up so low for no 
reason. 

"I hardly went out, and I was having suicidal 


thoughts constantly running through my head. I 
just thought 'I don't want to be here'. I couldn't 
do anything. I wasn't an asset to the human 
race. I was a drain on society." 

Although he became adept at using a white 
cane, one day someone at Addenbrooke's 
suggested that Simon would be a prime 
candidate for a guide dog. "I said 'Don't be 
daft, there's people out there more desperate 
than me that need a guide dog.' She goes 
'Simon, you can't see!' 

"So me and Allison had a talk about it and I 
said 'What shall we do?' Because by then we'd 
got Milo." An adorable fox red Labrador, Milo 
is the other dog in the Edwards house ("We call 
them our furry kids"), and arrived as a puppy 
after Woody, their rescue dog, sadly died of 
cancer in 2013. 

"Woody was my buddy," says Simon, pulling 
up his sleeve to reveal a large tattoo of a 
handsome chocolate Labrador. 

"He knew when I was down, and he knew 
how to pick me up. He got me through a heck 
of a lot, so when we lost him that hit me really 
hard. We got Milo because the house just felt 
empty." 

Reassured that it would be fine to have 
a guide dog as well as his much-loved pet, 

Simon had a couple of initial meetings and 
assessments. One in particular sticks in his 
mind: "The mobility instructor wanted to see 
how I coped with a harness, and we actually 
went down the High Street in Haverhill with her 
in a harness, pretending to be a dog. 

"Now you can imagine a bloke my size, and 
a woman on the front, and I'm saying 'Walk 
forward! Good girl! Stay!' A bloke stopped me 
and said 'Excuse me, mate, some people would 
pay money for that!"' 

Happily Simon was approved, but told that it 
could be up to 18 months before a dog became 
available. Less than three months later he was in 
for a surprise: Guide Dogs had a dog that they 
thought would suit him. And so, in February last 
year, Simon had his initial matching visit with 
Parsley. 

"I remember that day as clear as anything. I 


could see him pretty well, and it was just like 
'Oh my god, you're a big fluffy thing!' He was 
just sitting there, and as you can see he's got the 
dopiest grin, and I said 'You could change my 
life, mate'. And it sent a shiver down my spine. 

"It was just one of those moments where it 
dawns on you what's about to happen." 

Simon and Parsley went on a short harness 
walk together, then Andrew, the mobility 
instructor, said he was going to put Parsley 
back in the car. "And I thought 'Oh, maybe 
we haven't done as well as I thought'. I was 
heartbroken. And then he said 'Can you go and 
get Milo?"' 

They let the dogs have a run around in the 
fields, "and they got on like a house on fire; 
it was absolutely brilliant. Then Andrew said 
'Well Simon, would you like Parsley to be your 
guide dog?' And I just remember welling up, 
and I said 'Come here, you big fuzzy bucket!' 
My wife just glowed. It was amazing. Because 
it wasn't 'I've got a dog', it was 'Wow, I'm going 
to be able to get out and do things at last'." 

Soon after, the pair were sent to train in 
Norwich - a city that neither Parsley nor Simon 
knew, "so you build your bond up really fast. 
And from the first day he's never left my side. 

"We went into a chemist, because I forgot 
to pack my deodorant; I got the deodorant, 
and as I walked out of the shop I just bawled. 
Andrew said 'What's wrong?' And I said 'You've 
got no idea what's just hit me. That's the first 
time in three-and-a-half years that I've actually 
done something on my own, for myself, without 
relying on anybody else'. 

"That was the moment that has driven 
me on ever since. Because my life now 
revolves around fundraising, education and 
volunteering, all for Guide Dogs, to give 
somebody else that exact feeling. Because that 
was the best feeling I've ever had." 

Simon's life has truly been transformed. He's 
completed a speaker training course "and we 
now go into schools and do talks about guide 
dogs, about trust, and do motivational speeches. 
We went down to the House of Commons a 
couple of months ago for an access all areas 


campaign, because lots of taxi drivers are still 
refusing guide dogs; and due to our visit, we've 
actually got a private bill going through." 

He fundraises too, "and Parsley and me are 
getting quite well known. All the kids are like 
'There's Parsley!' and I can hear them saying to 
their mums 'We're not allowed to touch him, 
because he's in his harness'. 

"That's one of the things we teach the kids, 
because the parents, nine times out of 10, 
will come up and fuss him, and it's like no! 
Because he will stop, and when he stops to 
me that's danger. It's like me going up to you 
and grabbing your steering wheel while you're 
driving." 

Life isn't entirely rosy for Simon. "I'm still on 
the tablets," he says. "Depression is a horrible 
thing, it's not like anything triggers it: you can 
be happy one minute and down on the floor 
the next, and you really have to battle it. 

"Some days I just don't want to get out of 
bed, but now I think 'Right, I've got to go and 
do something positive'. I've got several people 
I go and visit who are having eye surgery, and 
they're really nervous, so I spend hours talking 
to them." 

He's even contemplating training to be a 
counsellor - and it's all, he says, thanks to 
Parsley. 

"My calendar is just full of Guide Dogs 
events," he says. "Whereas once I wouldn't go 
out at all, I'm constantly on the go now. 

"He's given me opportunities I would never 
ever have expected. 

"He's given me a chance to educate people, 
and we've met some really nice people who are 
struggling - and I'm just so determined to help 
people out, now. 

"My driving goal is to give everyone that 
feeling I had when I walked out of that shop. 

"And it's given my wife her freedom back, 
because she's not now worried about me," he 
adds with a laugh. 

"Whereas beforehand she used to phone me 
up all the time and say 'Are you OK?', now she 
rings up and says 'Where are you?!"'

Mv Rotary year

of Newmarket Rotary Club 

T HE Newmarket Rotary 
Club have been holding 
their weekly meeting at 
the Best Western Heath Court 
Hotel for many years and I 
guess it was inevitable that I 
would become a member, so 
in 2007 I joined. Year on year 
the members of the Club work 
tirelessly raising funds for a 
variety of local, national and 
international projects. 

In July 2015 after serving 
a year as Vice President, I 
became President. 

The first big event held by 
the Club was a charity BBQ 
organised by the Community 
& Foundation Committees 
and hosted by fellow Rotarian 
Andrew Kiteley and his wife 
Gloria at their home, raising 
over £500.00. 

Our next big fundraiser, I 
was not looking forward to as 
much! After a break of a few 
years, the Foundation team 
organised a SwimAlong at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre 
with the support of Newmarket 
Swimming Club. Having not 
done much swimming since 
I left school, the thought of 
swimming for an hour filled 
me with fear; so I started my 
training to ensure that I was 
prepared... by the time I had 
finished my dieting and tanning 
there was no time left for a 
practice swim. 

Eleven teams swam, walked 
or paddled for an hour to raise 
money for End Polio Now. 

The age range swimming was 
amazing, from 9 to 82 years 
old. A total of £3,098 was 
raised (including £441 from 
HMRC gift aid); this total was 
increased by a gift from the Bill 
and Melinda Gates Foundation 
of £2 for every £1 raised, 
totalling over £9,000, equal to 
over 21,000 polio vaccines. 

The Newmarket Foundation 
team have raised the most 
funds within District 1080 
towards the End Polio Now 
campaign, which is a great 
achievement for our Club and 
one that I am very proud of. 

In November, I joined fellow 
Rotarians and residents of 
Newmarket in honouring the 
fallen by laying a wreath at the 
War Memorial. 

The annual 'Rotary Carols 
at Tattersalls' was held in 
December and under the 
baton of Maestro, Rotarian 
Vernon Place the event was 
a great success with the 
sales ring filled to the rafters. 

As President, it was my 
responsibility to select a charity 
and after careful consideration, 

I decided upon MAGPAS who 
provide crucial lifesaving care 
by land and air to patients in 
life-threatening emergencies 
in the East of England and 
beyond.

The AA believes that dispelling the myths 
surrounding the costs associated with running 
these sorts of vehicles could help increase these 
estimates significantly. 

To aid this process, the AA has partnered with 
Chargemaster, the UK's leading electric vehicle 
(EV) charging infrastructure provider, to provide 
support and access to a growing network of UK 
charge points. 

AA president, Edmund King, said: "We think 
that the EV revolution is about to take off and we 
want to help consumers understand the benefits 
of low-cost, low-emission driving and to show 
them it is accessible and affordable.

Richer rues Burwell 
batting woes in loss

SO routine had Chris Pepper and Johnny 
Atkinson made batting seem during their 
century partnership that when they did 
reach the magical mark, there was only a 
small ripple of applause at Clare College 
Sports Ground last Saturday. 

The Cambridge Granta duo’s 119 for 
the fourth wicket helped the hosts reach 
266 for 4 declared in the Gibbs Denley 
East Anglian Premier League derby clash 
at home to Burwell, with Pepper the 
mainstay of the innings thanks to his 
unbeaten 113. 

Three early wickets in the reply 
then meant Burwell were left grimly 
clinging on trying to avoid defeat, but they 
eventually fell 103 runs short of the 
league leaders. 

And Granta captain Atkinson hailed 
the win as a further sign of the progress 
his side are making. 

“This is a game last year we might have 
drawn, but we kept with it and I thought 
it was a really good team effort,” said 
Atkinson. 

Made to bat first after losing the toss, 
Granta had been 87 for 3 when Pepper 
joined Atkinson at the crease and the 
patient approach from the skipper 
allowed his batting partner to adopt a 
more attacking mindset. 

Their stand was eventually broken 
when Atkinson was trapped lbw by 
spinner Josh Arksey eight runs shy of his 
half-century. 

But the imperious Pepper stood firm 
and it was perhaps appropriate he 
ensured maximum batting points for 
Granta by pulling Alistair Allchin over 
square leg with a huge six in the 58th 
over, with the declaration following two 
overs later. 

Chasing 267 to win, Burwell began 
positively with openers Peter Richer and 
Rick Potter putting on 44 before Raj Sin¬ 
gh made the breakthrough, trapping the 
latter lbw for 19 in the 11th over. 

The introduction of spinner Max Hold¬ 
en at the other end did much to stifle the 
batsmen too and he went on to take four 
for 41. 


Graham Hume and Ben Seabrook kept 
Burwell in with a fighting chance of at least 
avoiding defeat, but their partnership was 
ended on 58 when Seabrook attempted to 
reverse-sweep Lewis Hill and was trapped 
lbw for 33, with the away side falling 
disappointingly short. 

“It was a big total, but I don’t think it 
was unchaseable and it was a pretty 
fair declaration,” said Burwell captain 
Richer. 

“I have to be honest, the way we 
batted, we went about it very poorly. The
